In the Notice of Allowance, the Examiner states that the multiple guide rods on opposing 
sides of the control axis and parallel to it, in combination with the other claimed elements, is not 
found in the prior art. In response, Applicants respectfully note that the allowed claims do not 
recite a "control" axis, but rather a "central" axis. Furthermore, the first and second guide rods 
are recited as being generally parallel to the central axis.
